Ignoring the appeal of Coun-
eliman Nick Drale for a cut of
10 cents per $100 assessed val
vation in the Torrance City
tax rate, the Oity Council
Tuesday night formally adopt-
ed the 1951-52 budget of $864,-
289, and fixed the tax rate at
$1.12 per $100, the same as
last year,

Appealing for a reduction in
taxes, such as have been made
by the County of Los Angeles,
the City of Los Angeles, The Los
Angeles School District, Redon-
de Beach, and other communi-
tie, Drale declared:

“It is against poblic policy,
Hf not a possible violation of
the law, to continue to carry
over a large surplus of funds
unless they are earmarked forn
certain purposes,

‘“The general fund surplus
as of June 30, 1951, was $132,-
000.

“This means that the gen-
eral fund tax rate could have
been reduced last year to the
extent of 27 cents per $100
assessed valuation,

“It was my understanding
that $40,000 of this money had
been earmarked for purchase
of Puses, but now I am told
that this fund will come out of

Public Beer Drinking Law Is

WAVE OF PROTESTS
HITS CITY COUNCIL

An ordinance reported exclusively in the

Torrance Press last

week allowing the consumption of beer in public parks, streets and

sidewalks in the City of Torrance upon permit of the City
Tuesday night by the nnanimoys vote of thng
& p—

ager, was repealed
City Council.

The law, which had been
adopted by the “ruling four” two
weeks ago, drew protests from
many ministers, school and civic
officials. Opposers of the law said
that it gave one man dictatorial
powers to allow or not allow
beer drinking in public places.
They also claimed that it would
create an «additional burden on
the law enforcement agencies of
the city, that it was not bene-
ficial for the general welfare of
the people of Torrance, and that
it would add to the juvenile delin-
gquency problem.

PUBLIC HAZARD

In rendering the law void, it
was stated in the ordinance that
“the abuse of the privileges
granted by Ordinance No. 564
would  create a public nuisance
and hazard to the public peace,
safety and general welfare of the
citizens of the City of Torrance.”

Councilman Nick Drale was

Councilman Drale has been
leading the fight, supported by
residents of the Kettler Knolls
area, to close the present city
dump due to its filth, prox-
imity to homes where over a
thousand children live, and due
also to the presence of rats,
mice, other rodents and- flies’
which are a menace to the
health of the community.

A site permanently removed
from any human habitation
will be selected, and Oity Man-
ager George Stevens already
is in the market for the new
dump.

The old dump will be cleared,
filled and converted into a
recreation “area, 1t Is sald.

Under the merger of the three
districts, North Torrance and
South Torrance (Walteria) will
continue to pay off their bonds,
and it is' believed that this ‘can
be accomplished with a tax rate
of .20 cents per $100 assessed
valuation.

The central district rate will
remain at .26 cents,

The bond issue will be spread
over the entire city, except Holly-
wood Riviera, it was said and a
rate of only a few cents wﬂl be
necessary to retire them,

A new salary schedule for
elementary vice-principals of the
Torrance Unified School District
was adopted by the Board of
Education on August 21.

The new schedule, which be-
comes effective September 1,
1051, includes 14 wage steps.
Minimum wage for vice-prineci-
pals with their. regular creden-
tial and Bachelor of Arts de-
gree is $3800 per year; with
regular credential and Master of
Arts degree or 36 units, $4050
a year; and with regular creden-
tial, Master of Arts degree plus
48 units of Bachelor of Arts
plus 78 units including Masters
degree, $4300. Maximum salary
rates for the three classifica-

Two 45 - passenger G. M. C.
transit busses were purchased
by the City Council Tuesday
night, on the recommendation
of City Manager George Stev-
ens at a cost of $17,000 each.

The Council also rejected bids
for a smaller type bus. Paul
Loranger, of Paul's Chevrolet, in
a letter to the City Council,
stated that he was unable to bid
on the smaller type bus as the
City had advertised for a transit
bus, but was ready to accept a
bid on a school type bus for
adults. Loranger added that this
was discriminatory as he would
be able to bid on a school type
bus if he had realized the city
would accept bids on same.

Home-Made Rirplane
Crash Kills Inventor

The Torrance Municipal Airport Sunday, August 26 was the
scene of a tragic accident when James P, Martin, 34, Gardena,

in an attempt to fly an experi-

mental “Sgquare” alrplme he had invented and built. The crash was
witnessed at the airport by Martin’s wife Nicole, 25, his two chil-

dren, Eddie, 414, and Jean Pierre,
314, his parents and a sister.

Martin’'s curiously shaped craft
made several attempts at take-
offs, finally became airborne,
reached a height of 250 feet,
made a 180-degree right turn and
then went into a spin and came
to earth in an open field 300
yards from the flying strip.
BUILT IN SPARE TIME

Martin, an airplane mechanic,
had worked on the plane for
gseveral years, friends said. He
built it in his spare time at a
cost of abaut $500. It was made
of sheet aluminum and powered
by a 40 h.p. Continental engine.
The mechanic added 5 feet of
conventional-type wing to either
side on the leading edge of the
square shape for needed extra
lift.

Neither the Gardena Airport
nor the Torrance Airport would
give him permission to take off,
